Father  Vardiallo  Has  Something 
More  To  Say. 

To  ike  Bloomfield  Ctitzen  : 

The  writer  of  the  last  week's  editorial 
thought  to  sit  in  judgment  and  sum  up 
tne  arguments  for  the  Jury  on  the  School 
Question.  In  doing  so  he  has  not  been 
entirely  free  and  impartial.  He  accuses 
tue  of  saying  things  which  I  never  said 
and  never  dreamed  of.  Certainly  he  has 
not  read  my  letters  very  attentively.  In 
my  first  letter  I  stated  very  clearly  the 
ground  on  which  I  would  base  my  argu¬ 
ments.  In  the  first  place  I  said  that  I 
was  addressing  myself  to  Christian  pa¬ 
rents,  and  in  the  second  place  that  “the 
Catholic  and  the  Secularist  agree  on  one 
point  and  that  is,  that  education  is  an  im¬ 
portant  factor  in  the  making  of  an  intelli¬ 
gent  citizen."  Now  let  the  writei  of  your 
editorial  show  me  where  did  1  say  that 
the  Public  8chools  Increase  crime  and  that 
they  teach  infidelity?  An  editor  who 
writes  for  an  intelligent  class  of  people 
ought  to  be  more  honest  In  handling  ar¬ 
guments  which  he  cannot  very  well  refute. 
The  substance  of  my  three  letters  may  be 
summed  up  in  this  one  sentence  :  Secular 
education,  divorced  from  the  religious, 
lejwis  to  crime  and  Infidelity.  If  the 
writer  of  your  editorial  will  not  admit  that 
then  I  appeal  to  the  sound  judgment  of 
the  Intelligent  people  of  this  town.
